And this Declaration is to continue and 
be of koꝛce untill the firſt of December, in the year, One thouſand ſir hundred fifty and 
nine, And koꝛ the moze effectuall having of thele Ozders put in Execution, All Officers 
whatſoever belonging to the Cuſtoms in the reſpective Poꝛts in Scotland, are hereby ſtrictly
